Unconfirmed reports said Zinovieff 
was confined in the K ronstadt citadel 
with other leaders of the soviet re 
gime.

BOLSHEVIK TROOPS READY

LONDON, 
March 7. — Bolshevik 
troops were reported concentrating 
in Moscow today for a dash on Pet­ 
rograd, now in the hands of revolu­ 
tionaries.

ceived here announcing the fall of 
the soviet government was discredit­ 
ed by the Moscow wireless indicat­ 
ing Lenine and other leaders were

“Soviet Russia is enduring an up­ 
rising,’’ the official Moscow wireless 
said. 
“The fuel crisis has complicated 
the food situation but the conspira­ 
tors will fail in this as in former at­ 
tem pts.” 
Dispatches from Helsingfors stated 
• provincial workmen’s and sailors’ 
governm ent Is in operation and that 
it has announced its program. 
The first step, these reports said, 
will be the organization of a con­ 
stituent assembly; the second, re­

This year we are confronted by 
Senate Bill No. 656, introduced by

principals of Orange county, which 
provides that all elem entary school 
districts “at the time of the passage 
of this act,” shall be forcibly annexed 
to that high school district whose 
high school is most easily accessible. 
The intent and purpose of this bill 
is to increase the unequal propor­ 
tion which the rural districts bear 
of the high school tax burden. 
Un­ 
der this bill, the districts annexed to 
Santa Ana high school district would, 
in order to educate one farm er child, 
have to pay for educating four or five 
Santa Ana children. 
It Is an unsettled question whether 
we would have to pay previous bond­ 
ed 
debts. 
Previous 
laws 
provide 
both for assumption and exemption. 
The new law does not specify either, 
and no lawyer can tell before the 
event what the courts will decide. 
We are, however, quite sure that 
with annexation would 
come 
new 
bonds which would dwarf the pres 
ent issues. 
It is somewhat difficult 
now to carry high school bonds in 
Santa Ana because Santa Ana must) 
pay for them herself, but with the 
outside districts paying the greater 
part of them and Santa Ana receiv­ 
ing alm ost all the benefits, that dif­ 
ficulty would at once disappear.
